K-Staters urge equal rights, respect for transgender people

The term "transgender" 
can cause confusion among 
some people in a culture with 
so many lifestyle identifiers. 

Several people at K- State, 
including associate profes- 
sor Alley Stoughton and clin- 
ical psychologist Joyce Wood- 
ford, are willing to speak about 
this subject and bring clarity to 
a topic that is often misunder- 
stood.

current Kansas legislation 
combined with affirmative ac- 
tion on campus will give trans- 
gender individuals at K- State a 
place where they can feel com- 
fortable with themselves. 

Transgender people are 
those whose behavior, expres- 
sions or gender identity di- 
verge from their assigned birth 
sex, as well as the traditional 
role in their society. Accord- 
ing to the American Psycho- 
logical Association, about one 
in 10,000 biological males and 
one in 30,000 biological fe- 
males is transgender. 

While the subject of trans- 
gender individuals is nothing 
new, Stoughton said the avail- 
ability of information today is 
why people are talking about it 
more. 

The media have also con- 
tributed to more recent dis- 
cussions of transgender issues. 
Stoughton said transgender 
people are often stereotyped in 
the media as having wild and 
bizarre lifestyles, in contrast 
with the mainstream lives led

Manhattan residents and K-State stu- 
dents looking for a beer to call their own 
need look no further than Tallgrass Brewing 
Company. 

The local microbrewery, which has pro- 
duced craft beer for the Manhattan area 
since 2007, is now bottling its beer. Tallgrass 
had previously only been kegging it during 
the first year of production because of the 
added cost a bottling line presents. 

"During our first year, we wanted to 
stick with kegs because it is more profitable 
and helps us with quality control," said Jeff 
Gill, owner of Tallgrass Brewing Company. 
"Our beer in bars and restaurants is stored 
in a cool place and served by professionals, 
which reflects well on the product." 

The brewery offers two beers - Tallgrass 
Ale and Tallgrass Wheat. According to the 
company's Web site, Tallgrass Ale is an Eng- 
lish-inspired brown ale with a "light body, 
extraordinarily smooth and balanced pro- 
file, great taste and clean finish." Tallgrass 
Wheat is brewed in a Belgian style, with a 
special blend of cracked coriander, Curagao 
orange peel and natural spice. 

"Both Tallgrass beers are available all 
over town, and most restaurants are excited 



to have a local microbrew on tap," Gill said. 

Gill listed Famous Dave's, Applebee's, 
Delia Voce and Old Chicago as just a few of 
the restaurants offering Tallgrass products. 

"We are glad to have a local beer on 
tap," said Seth Hansen, bar manager of the 
local Old Chicago. "We were one of the first 
restaurants in Manhattan to carry Tallgrass 
beers, and they were popular right off the 
bat." 

Hansen said he thought the local aspect 
of the brew made it an instant favorite with 
Manhattan beer drinkers. 

"After the Ale came out and was so pop- 
ular, we couldn't wait to have the Wheat on 
tap," he said. 

Gill started Tallgrass Brewing Company 
in 2007 after deciding that a career 
in geology was not his dream job. He had 
been home-brewing beer for years with a lot 
of positive feedback from friends and family 
who tried his creations. 

"My wife asked me what I would do if 
I could do anything, and opening a micro- 
brewery was my answer," Gill said. "It took 
a big commitment from my family and a lot 
of time and hard work, but that dream has 
come true." 

Gill and his wife are both K-State grad- 
uates and said they chose to start their busi- 
ness in Manhattan because they wanted a 



great place to raise their family. Gill said 
they recognized the potential for success 
here.

3. Numbers 

4. Special characters (for example: !, @, #, $, %, a a &, * etc.) 

3. Must have at least 5 different characters 

4. Cannot be based on a computing ID or real name 

5. Cannot contain an identifiable word, phrase, acronym or K-State-related 
name 

6. Cannot be one of the 4 millions- words known and used by hacker 
programs to break into accounts

Male circumcision unnecessary, barbaric in 21st century

Some kinds of argu- 
ments are best introduced 
as thought experiments. 

Suppose there exist- 
ed a painful, unnecessary, 
possibly injurious rite of 
passage that has persist- 
ed purely by way of its con- 
stant reiteration as a social 
institution. 

Would you elect to 
have such a procedure 
done on yourself? On your 
friends? On your family? 
In the United States, we 
laugh with pity at the peo- 
ple who thrust their hands 
into mitts filled with fire 
ants or elongate their necks 
with rings. And much of 
the world laughs at us 
when we circumcise our 
baby boys. 

The positive argu- 
ments form a fittingly short 
list. There are no genuine 
points for nontherapeutic 



circumcision in the United 
States other than the artifi- 
cial one - that most Ameri- 
can males have traditional- 
ly gotten one. But this point 
is tremendously robust, and 
an entire discipline, sociol- 
ogy, speaks to it. 

The list of inherent ob- 
jections looms much larg- 
er. Not only is the proce- 
dure itself painful, there is a 
chance of sustaining injury, 
disfigurement, infection or 
any combination thereof. 

If a boy is uncircum- 
cised, there is not much 
risk of serious infection in 
our hygienic, antibiotic-en- 
lightened modern society. 
Men who were circumcised 
as adults report a marked 
loss of sexual sensitivity 
and pleasure for both par- 
ties. 

The procedure itself 
is quite irreversible, which 
is apparently an impor- 
tant consideration for some 
men, as a simple Google 
query yields an entire fore- 
skin restoration subcul- 
ture, with detailed instruc- 
tions on how to - I men- 
tion with a shudder - "set 
the weights." 

The most pressing ar- 
gument: Surely in this free- 
dom-loving country, the 
value of consent is worth 



the price of adulthood cir- 
cumcision. Does it not 
stand to reason that a man 
should be allowed to make 
his own case about the na- 
ture of his own penis? 

But honestly, the case 
doesn't even need to be 
made at all. Circumcision 
in the developed world 
does not usually have its 
basis in medicine. Even the 
American Medical Associa- 
tion now routinely discour- 
ages the practice, and it has 
all but vanished in most of 
the rest of the world. 

Thus, it remains an 
prominent institution in the 
United States only because 
of a silly but strong norm. 
So how can we rid our- 
selves of it? 

The tempting solution, 
of course, is to lean on tort 
law or to criminalize the 
practice entirely, but be- 
cause of lobbying and Es- 
tablishment Clause con- 
cerns, even with religious 
exemptions this isn't plausi- 
ble. Moreover, it is not even 
necessary - not only is it 
disappearing on its own, 
but it is difficult to argue 
that it is even traumatic. 

Twenty years ago - 
when our parents had to 
make the decision - cir- 
cumcision was still prac- 



tically universal, but a 
change in the Zeitgeist has 
come. The data is in, and 
the practice is dwindling, a 
trend that seems likely to 
continue in light of immi- 
gration and our increasing- 
ly globalized culture. 

Of course, those in the 
circumcision-as-mutilation 
camp are hard-pressed to 
conflate it with something 
as vile as female circumci- 
sion, its grisly cousin. 

Aesthetics aside, a 
properly circumcised penis 
remains perfectly function- 
al. Speaking anecdotally, it 
doesn't seem to have made 
much of an impact on my 
own life, and I suspect in 
moments of similar can- 
didness most of my peers 
would probably agree. 

What can be deduced 
from such mixed conclu- 
sions? A simple maxim: 
Nontherapeutic circum- 
cisions are clearly unnec- 
essary and somewhat bar- 
baric, but - and of course 
I would save this for last - 
we must not make a moun- 
tain out of a mohel.

It's official: Google is a decade 
old. This search engine has been 
a top contender in the Internet 
business for years now, and it 
has earned some congratulatory 
birthday wishes. 

What started off as a service/ 
research project for Stanford stu- 
dents Sergi Brin and Larry Page 
has evolved from one of sev- 
eral search engines to what PC 
Magazine dubbed as "the king of 
search." 

"I pretty much use Google 
for research," said Christopher 
Dolezal, freshman in biological 
systems engineering. 

Dolezal, like many others, 
uses Google primarily as a search 
engine. Most people have used 
Google to search for Web pag- 
es, images, shopping, maps and 
more. 

Many users also know it has 
grown to provide an array of fea- 
tures and Web tools like e-mail, 
blog tools, and RSS reader. 

However, not as many peo- 
ple use or even know about the 
Google version of office suites. 

Office suites usually include 
a word processor, spreadsheet 



program, database program, pre- 
sentation programs, e-mail client, 
personal information manager 
and several other tools. Google 
offers many of these features that 
Internet users can use on most 
computers. 

What a pleasant thought - no 
more carrying around jump drives 
or e-mailing documents and files 
to personal accounts. 

All that is necessary to retrieve 
documents is logging onto a free 
iGoogle account and opening 
whatever is needed. 

"I found [Google] Docs pretty 
useful and Gmail is really easy 
to understand," said Andrew 
Broeckelman, freshman in bio- 
logical systems engineering. 

Working on a group project 
can be stress- 




ful because 
everyone must 
get together 
to work on a 
paper or pre- 
sentation. 

If the group 
uses Google 
Docs, how- 
ever, all mem- 
bers can si- 
multaneously 



work on the project and check 
the revision history to see who 
has or has not added their part. 

Anything saved on Google 
Docs and other tools can be 
opened on any computer, wheth- 
er Mac or PC. The tools work on 
both. 

Sara Kearns, associate profes- 
sor at Hale Library, said Google 
has some useful features that stu- 
dents should consider using. 

One of the most basic tools a 
student can use is the Google in- 
terface. Using its advanced search 
can narrow down choices so us- 
ers can find a specific file type 
like a document, a presentation 
- like a PowerPoint - or a PDF. 
"It's beyond putting in key- 
words," 
Kearns said. 

She 
also showed 
how to find 
books online 
and find pre- 
views if the 
entire book 
is not shown 
or available. 
The Web site 
has agree- 



m e n t s 
with publishing com- 
panies that allow read- 
ers to search for key terms 
in the book, then go to a page in 
that book to see if it is one they 
could use. 

Google Scholar is useful for 
research and works much like 
the K-State Libraries databases. 
Kearns said it can save a lot of 
money when searching for ar- 
ticles, but unlike K-State's da- 
tabases, it "doesn't tell us what 
journals and book searches 
[Google is) using." 

One of the more interesting 
and fun elements Google offers 
is iGoogle, which allows users to 
make a personalized home page. 

Users can choose a theme for 
the background, set up a personal 
calender, choose from an infinite 
amount of gadgets to add to their 
page and much more. 

Google has come a long way 
from a simple research project to 
grow into one of the most useful 
tools on the Web. It has even be- 
come a commonly-used verb in 
our society. 

So, wish the site a happy birth- 
day and, if in doubt, just Google 
it.

Terence Newman was 
inducted into K-State's Ring 
of Honor during halftime at 
the Wildcats' first football 
game on Aug. 30, and with 
the way his professional 
season is going, he could have 
even more vacation time to 
visit Snyder Family Stadium 
this year. 

The Dallas Cowboys' 
cornerback had his best NFL 
season last year, culminating 
with his selection to the 
2008 Pro Bowl. Newman 
was hoping to top his 2007 
stats with a strong 2008, 
but those hopes will have 
to wait. Newman started 
training camp in the summer, 
but suffered a tear in his left 
groin on July 28, according 
to the Dallas Morning News. 
Newman was practicing by 
the end of August but did not 
see any playing time during 
preseason games. 

It was a possibility 
that Newman would start 
at cornerback against the 
Cleveland Browns on Sunday, 
but he didn't even see a snap. 
That wasn't necessarily 
a bad thing, since he is 
barely into his 6-year, $50.2 
million contract, according 
to the Morning News. The 
Cowboys have the luxury of 
letting Newman heal since 
they added Adam "Pacman" 
Jones to the roster during the 
offseason. 

Jones and Newman both 
line up at left corner, but 
competing for the job has 
been the least of their worries 
- Newman with his injuries, 
and Jones with ... well, 
everything encompassing his 
legal woes. Instead of forcing 
Newman to play Sunday and 
risking further injury, the 
Cowboys allowed him more 
time to heal by starting Jones. 

The Cowboys beat the 
Browns, and Jones gave 
himself a C+ grade for his 
performance, according to 
the Chicago Tribune. Jones 
was not the star of the game, 
nor was he the center of 
attention, which is good for 
him, his team and the league. 
But as Week 2 approaches, 
it will be interesting to see if 
the Cowboys think Newman 
is healthy enough to bench 
Jones. If Newman is not 100 
percent, the Cowboys will not 
gamble with their $50 million 
investment. If the team can 
win and let Newman heal, 
there is no urgency to push 
him back into the starting 
lineup. 

Once he and Jones are 
healthy, the fight for a starting 
spot will be interesting, but 
until then, Newman and 
Jones are codependent - 
Jones allows Newman to heal 
and Newman allows Jones to 
prove himself. Be that as it 
may, if Newman has another 
week off, he will have played 
as many games for K-State 
this season as he has for 
Dallas.

KANSAS STATE COLLEGIAN 

The K-State volleyball 
team fought through 
inconsistency to defeat 
California State Bakersfield 
3-1 on Monday night in a 
tightly contested match at 
Ahearn Field House. 

The No. 19 Wildcats 
(7-1) took the first set, 
which featured nine ties and 
five lead changes, behind 
a strong performance by 
senior outside hitter Rita 
Liliom. K-State used strong 
play at the net to pull away 
late, and held off a late 
charge by the Roadrunners 
(3-5) to win 25-23. 

The second match was 
also a seesaw battle, but 
the Roadrunners came 
out on top. The Wildcats 
managed to tie it up five 
times, but were not able 
to take control as CSUB 
prevailed, 25-23. 

After struggling in the 
first two sets, K-State 
caught fire in the third 
set. After jumping out to a 
12-5 lead, the team never 
looked back. The Wildcats 
used solid defensive play 
to propel themselves to a 
25-15 win. 

In the match's final 



set, Cal State Bakersfield 
jumped out to an early 
3-0 lead, and controlled 
the tempo for most of the 
set. However, the Wildcats 
clawed back and took 
their first lead at 20-19. 
Liliom capped off the run 
as K-State overpowered 
the Roadrunners, 25-21. 

After the match, coach 
Suzie Fritz said she wasn't 
satisfied with the team's 
performance. 

"I told [the girls] that 
they weren't even close to 
meeting their capabilities 
as a team," said Fritz, who 
is in her eighth season at 
K-State. "I thought we 
were too inconsistent. 
We're much too veteran 
for that." 

Fritz said the Wildcats' 
aggressive net play helped 
them outmuscle the 
Roadrunners. 

"In the end, we were 
just more physical at the 
net. Otherwise, we were 
just out-ballhandled. 
There were stretches that 
we played really well, but 
we're not stringing those 
stretches together." 

Liliom echoed her 
coach's thoughts, saying 
the come-from-behind win 
in the final set was not the 



team's best effort. 

"It's hard, but you 
have to just deal with it," 
said Liliom, who led all 
scorers with 21 kills. "We 
got ourselves into it. We've 
got to work better to string 
success together." 

In addition to Liliom, 
three other Wildcats tallied 
double-digit kills. Senior 
middle blocker Megan Farr 
had 13 while junior middle 
blocker Kelsey Chipman 
and senior outside hitter 
Nataly Korobkova added 
12 and 11, respectively. 

Chipman, who was 
named the Big 12 Player 
of the Week after her 
performance at the 
Portland Invitational, said 
the team's performance 
was lacking. 

"We just weren't good 
enough," said Chipman, 
who has accounted for 68 
kills this season. "There 
were too many ups and 
downs. We need to find a 
happy medium." 

The Wildcats will return 
to action Friday when they 
host the Varney's Kansas 
State Invitational. K-State 
will begin tournament play 
with a 7 p.m. match-up 
against the University of 
Northern Iowa.

students and faculty on the 
K-State campus. 

Clinical psychologist 
Joyce Woodford, a student 
counselor at K-State, said 
she provides "workshops 
and training to share infor- 
mation and heighten aware- 
ness of transgender issues, 
such as through KSU's Saf- 
eZone program." 

Stoughton said she 
wanted to see action taken 
to provide equal rights for 
transgender people. 

"No one should have to 
fight for basic rights," Wood- 
ford said, "including having 
accurate gender reflected 
on legal papers, or to have 
equal rights and protection 
in employment, housing, 
marriage, child custody and 
access to medical care." 

Gov. Kathleen Sebe- 
lius recently issued Execu- 
tive Order 07-24 that strives 
for equal employment and 
protects Kansas employ- 
ees against harassment and 
discrimination in the work- 
place. 

Gender identity is list- 



ed under the order's protec- 
tion. The order also includes 
the requirement of state-as- 
sociated workplaces to in- 
clude programs for diversi- 
ty management, discrimina- 
tion prevention and aware- 
ness. 

Chelsey Fritch, former 
president of the now dis- 
banded Progressive Alliance, 
said she agrees that more 
action will help achieve a 
better level of awareness on 
campus and elsewhere. 

"More than anything 
else, we need to have more 
education on these issues, 
more sensitivity," Fritch 
said. 

Fritch is also involved 
with the new K-State chap- 
ter of Gamma Rho Lamb- 
da, a progressive social so- 
rority for bisexual, lesbian, 
transgender, questioning 
and straight women. She 
said the sorority offers sup- 
port for these students. Del- 
ta Lambda Phi, a social fra- 
ternity for gay, bisexual and 
progressive men, has had a 
presence at K-State for four 
years. 

Stoughton said the K-

State human resources de- 
partment is putting togeth- 
er a memo that addresses 
transgender people on the 
K-State staff. This is an im- 
portant step for transgen- 
der individuals on staff, as 
it helps lift the burden off 
them to communicate ev- 
erything themselves. 

Other affirmative ac- 
tion to help transgender 
people on campus will in- 
clude internal support from 
staff and administration. 

Another good resource 
would be a campus LGBT 
center, Stoughton said. It 
would provide support to 
transgender students, facul- 
ty and staff, and would ben- 
efit the lesbian, gay and bi- 
sexual members of the cam- 
pus community. 

Though communi- 
ty members agreed that the 
transition to awareness and 
acceptance will take time 
and more positive action 
needs to happen, Stoughton 
said she sees a bright future 
for transgender people at In- 
state.
